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Reply to OA dated June 29, 2005 

REMARKS 

Claims 1 and new claims 5-6 are pending and claims 2-4 have been canceled. 

The support for the claim amendments and new claims are as follows: Claim 1 (p. 10, lines 
1-5; p.15, lines 15-19; F IG.2 and FIG.8); Claim 5 ( part of canceled claim 2) and Claim 6 (part of 
canceled claim 3). 

The applicants respectfully submit that no new matter has been added. 

Restriction/Election (Office Action p.2) 

The Applicants acknowledge that claims 2-4 are withdrawn and have hereby canceled these 

claims. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated by Keely, Jr. et al. (US 
6,750,875). (Office Action p.2) 

At least one difference between the claimed invention shown in FIG. 2 and FIGS. 1, 2, 4B, 
4D and 5B of Keely' 875 is that in the claimed invention picture elements 2a alternate colors in the 
horizontal direction as well as in the vertical direction. In contrast, in Keely' 875 the picture elements 
C2, C3 and C4 maintain the same color pattern across a single line, namely RGB in the horizontal 
direction (or BGR on the horizontal line below the RGB line). 

In order to emphasize this structural difference between the claimed invention and the 

Keely'875, Claim 1 has been amended to recite the pattern of colors in the horizontal direction. 
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In all figures of Keely'875, FIGS. 1, 2, 4B, 4D and 5B, the picture elements C2, C3 and C4 
do not alternate in the horizontal direction on the same line. Moreover, nowhere in the Keely'875 
specification is there disclosed picture elements C1-C4 which alternate colors in the horizontal 
direction. Therefore it is legally impossible for Keely'875 to anticipate the invention as now 
claimed. 

New claims 5 and 6 depend from claim 1 and are therefore not anticipated as well. 

It is requested that the rejection be reconsidered and overcome. In view of the 
aforementioned amendments and accompanying remarks, the claims, as amended, are in condition 
for allowance, which action, at an early date, is requested.
